FlKST SCFFERERS.

On the up night-train from Augusta,
1 which has just steamed away towards At-
' lanta under the direction of that clever gen-

! tleman and prince of conductors, Captain W.
j .J. Braunan, fortune threw me in the com¬

pany of Kngineer William Blackburn, who
has faitblully served the Georgia railroad
and the public in his responsible position for
eight years, Mr. Blackburn being accompa¬
nied by his wife, a bride of four months, on
her first return to the paternal roof she so

joyously and so recently left, 9umtnoued by
the mournful tidings of ruin and probable
deub from the havoc of the storm at her
home ne^r Covington. A letter from Mr.
Li. W. .Jones, ct that place, received by the
young husbaud aud wife in Augusta Sunday
morning, had brought continuation of the
uncertain news caught from lips tbat the
plantation and residence of Mr. John Norton,
lather of Mrs. Blackburn, situated about
two miles to the west of Covington, had
been eogulpbfd in the whirling walls of the
cyclone, the dwelling-house lifted from its
pill us and burled to the ground a mass of
dibria, the out-houses demolished, fences car¬

ried away, every tree on the place uprooted,
and all but one member of the household
severely aud some fatally injured, among
these Mrs. Norton herself so badly that
recovery was pronounced doubtful. These
two young people were the tirst of the cy¬
clone sutt'erers your correspondent saw, and

a sad augury of the beart-rendiog and fright*
tul scenes before him their mournful fate

I suggested. The disclosures of my proposed
visit to Covington and its vicinity to-day
will inform you of the magnitude of this
domestic ulll.etiou.

DEMOLISHING A JCSTICB'S COURT.
While the train paused for a few minutes

at Union Point 1 had the privilege of a brief
I confab with Captain Reuben McAlpin, the

J Co.'s store, wbeie a number of persons
had gathered, but the quivering of the
edifice in the wrenching of the tempest
made him d<»ubt the security ol this retreat,
and jumping over a feuce he took refuse in
au adjacent apple orchard. No sooner there
than down came oue after another of the
Iruit trees, and in desperation, rushing to the
centre of the grove, Mr. Quills then clung to

a young, sturdy sapp ing, and thus auchored,
withstood the force of the elemeuts. As the
hurricane approached the clouds hung low,
and lambent lightnings played over them.
The lumber-shed of Neal, Newton & Co.
went to the giound in the terrible tornado,
the gin and out-bou-e* of William K. Wilson
followed suit, and during the live minutes'
prevalence of the hardest blow shingles,
twigs, limbs, smd, planks a°d other debris
danced and scudded through the angered
air. Mrs. Suosford, living on a place of Mr.
John Armstrong, some two miles from
Bairdstown, had all her out-houses and
fences prostrated.

The shade-trees in the church-yard at
Bairdstown were destroyed. Mr. James
Llovd's residence was terribly shaktu, the
bricks from the chimney falling inside,
through it,aud ou the topof the edifice, and
.-caring the frightened inmates to a loftier
acme of terror. Mr. William It. WiNon,
being a man of extraordinary nerve, when

j the tempest enveloped bis home, placed his
entire family in the cellar, with the excep¬
tion of his eldest daughter, Miss Belle, a

dauntless lassie of eighteen. lier be posted
against the front door, while he took charge
of the second story. At one time the tierce

j fury of the tornado broke the fastenings and
pushed the door oj>eu, despite the unremit¬
ting opposition ot the brave girl. At the
critical moment of danger her father came

to her riiatorceinent, the door was resbut,
and the house saved doubtless from instant
destruction.

AT GKKKN£BOKO' AND VICINITY. ,

Greensboro' the cyelone was kind enough
to give the go-by iu a great decree. It
touched the place upon the north side, doing
its work vigorously and severely and mark¬
ing its visit by the prompt aud ready up¬
rooting of many of the venerable aud an¬

cient oaks that have made beautiful and
lovely its shady cemetery, its private resi¬
dences, and its public <treets. The chimney
of Dr. William L. 31. ilarriss tumbled, and
pale-cheeked members of his household
tbouL'ht the house was falling and it was too
lute for the physician to heal himself. Mr.
Lawrence Wheeler, a well-known resident
planter of Greene county, aged some tify-
live years, living eight miles north ol Greens¬
boro', near Scull Shoals, had been to Greeus-
boro\ and having staited home in a buggy
diawn by a pair of horses, had gotten two

miles on his return trip home when the storm
broke upou him. IJe took shelter on the
east side of the yir,-house of Captain John
Branch. The hug© building was precipitated
upon him, covering Mr. Wheeler, his horses,
and his vehicle. Mr. Wheeler managed to

extricate himself having nnra ;ulou«l.v
v\i*u vt'iy a ?err<? -,>n tic

and some bruises, nnd cut loo^n bis hordes.
The vehicle wm hopelessly &raa*hnd. The
gin-house of Captain Daniels was also blown
down. Torrents of rain fell, succeeded by a
hail-storm. .

In the fork of Apolochee and Oconee
rivers Mr. Adams's plantation was ^devas¬
tated.houses demolished, fences scattered,
and tiers laid low. Other sufferers are there.
A little negro girl on Mr. Adams's place was
carried two hundred yards, and returned to
mother earth unncratched.
The cyclone passed some four miles north

of the town of Madison, on the Oeorgii rail¬
road, and hence no damage was there in¬
dicted.
THK CYCLONE AT COVINGTON ANO BSYONI).

Covington, Ga., May 3..Your corres¬
pondent is enabled to indicate, with some de¬
cree of accuracy, at this hour the track of
the cycloue through a portion of Georgia.
Wbetber it gathered its fearful forces in the
Gulf of Mexico or called them from the
mountains beyond the Mississippi valley Is the
question to be determined by the Meteorologi¬
cal Bureau. It is certain, though, that even
unscientific people thus early know a con¬
siderable part of its direction In our own
State.

ITS ESTRANCK IN GEORGIA.
It came from the west of us, beyond Jones-

boro', in Clayton county-may be from be-
vond West Point and the Cbattaboocbee.
Passing through Clayton county with local
damage, now not ascertained, it entered
Henry county, and traversed it with remark¬
able devastation, as reported. Edging Rock¬
dale, a small new county, it demolished the
dwelling and out-bouses of Mr. Thomas
Oglc^by, killing ows, horses, and hogs, and
iujuring fencing and destroying trees on his
pl.ice. The limits of

NEWTON COUNTY
were entered at Judge Joseph Regan'?, on
S)uth river, blowing everything away in its
patb.

LOSS OF L1FK AND LIMB.

A man and two negroes are reliably re¬

ported to have been here killed, and Mr.
Treadway, living on Cotton creek, to have
been caught up and carried away, and to be
yet missing in spite of search. Widow liol-
io way's bouse was blown down and that lady
very terribly wounded, several of her ribs
being broken and torn from her bick by fall¬
ing timbers; and several of Mr. W. F. Har¬
den'* children were seriously hurt. Mrs. E.
51. Melton was badly irjured by broken raft¬
ers. Oq the west aide of the county the
appearance of The cyclone is described as
that of

FLAMING FIRE,
for five or ten feet from the ground, while
higher up it lowered black as midnight. Six
miles west of Covington, Captain G. M.
Cunningham suffered the total loss of bis
mansion and its contents. His wife and four
children, in the building at the time it fell,
escaped unhurt. It is said this pious lady
left Uer children in one room, and repaired
herself to an adjoining apartment to pray to
the Ruler of the elements when the tempest
burst upon her home. Cats, chickens, and
guineas were killed on the place by the furi¬
ous blasls. A board from the wheat-house
was found three miles from its point of de¬
parture In a reverse direction to the course
of the storm, and letters i«ere blown seven
miles ('0 Covington), which were picked up
aud returned to Captain Cunningham. Bed¬
ding was lodged in tree-tops half a mileaway,
and a heavy twelve-inch timber-plate, sixty
feet long, was lifted to an adjoining planta¬
tion. A uegro named Andrew Tillman, in
an out-house, was struck on the forehead
over the left eye by a descending rafter, the
.kull fractured, and several pieces of bone
driven into the brain. The negro is doing wd .

Niar this place the bou>e ol Mr. John Lloyd,
wuich had been burnt the precediug Friday,
was tiu is bed by the storm. Mr. George Mc-
Keon was caught up, transferred a quarter
of a mile, and landed on a fence with few
contusions. The wild winds came on and
crossed I he Alcovy river a short distance
above and north of Cedar Shoals factory, at

the bead of Bear creek, a lew domicils of
tiie factory hands being blown down as they
passed. At about 2 o'clock P. M. tbe storm
reached its nearest point to Covington, at
the place of Mr. John Norton, two miles
west. This country residence was loeated
ou an exposed elevation, perhaps the high
est point in all the ac-jacent section, aud thus
became

CONSPICUOUS PKEY

to the fierce elements. Mr. Norton was ab¬
sent from home. Mrs. Norton and her two
children and a little boy were in the hou-e.
It faced to tbe west, and was built on brick
pillars some three feet high. Thrown from
its supp >rters, the body of tbe house was ut¬

terly demolished, the roof blown a bal:-mile
away aud lodged in a pine thicket, tbe fur-
uiture broken and scattered, provisions aud
clothing dissipated to the winds, and hardly
a piece or timber left but was unwrenchrd
from its fastenings. All the trees and fences
.vere levelled, aud a happy and fair home in
itwinkiing made a scene of coolusion, ter-
ror, aud ruiu. Mrs. Norton was ioiured in
the face, head, aud arm-; her two children
slightly hurt, little Jitmuic alone escaping-
all being buried beneath the dthris of tbe
edifice. The kitchen and out-Louse* were

broken to pieces, and tbe negro servants,
PANIC STRICKEN,

11 d incontinently to Mr. Bailey's, the near¬

est neighbor. The arm of one of these

(named Lemuel Cupid) was brokeu in two

places, and two other darkies were injured
in per>on. Tne door of the dwelling was
found four miles away on tbe Alcovy river.

CniCKENS AND OTHER FOWLS
were carried in the storm two miles to the
house of Mr. Petty, a neighbor, some arriv¬
ing dead, and others still fluttering. Tbe
veranda went in tbe air a quarter of a mile
before touching the ground. Mr. Norton's
friends made up a purse of two hundred dol¬
lars to-day and gave him. Next in the cy¬
clone current was ihe house of Mr. Littleton
Petty, which only lost itschimney-top-i, while
tbe out houses were thrown down. Dr. J. J.
Hearing's residence, three miles from Cov¬
ington, was considerably damaged, but suf¬
fered no casualties. A mile below McGuire's
bridge it crossed Alcovy river, and ravaged
the Harris? plantation. Kev. W. L. Beene,
editor of tbe Covington Enterprise, was

passing along here with his wife and one

child in a light carriage, going to church.
Overtakeu by the teuipest, tbe shelter of
a negro cabin was sought. The arrived
party made eight persons in the log
hut. In a moment its western fide was

forced in, the roof torn off, and the
rude building toppled upon its affrighted
oceup-uits. Mr. BeeOe was ciught by a fail¬
ing jjist aud his left leg fractured below tbe
knee, both bones being broken. Little Lee
Adams was bruised, but no one else was

hurt. The brick store three miles further
on acd four miles south of Social Circle was

considerably damiged. Mr. John Gibson's
pl iceaud plantations along tbe Alcovy river
were considerably torn up, aud there was a

strong blow in the Circle.
The Alcovy was swelled beyond its banks,

tbe runs were fl>oried, and immense rain-
washes occurred. Here the cyclone seems to

have sprung up

Holding tightly
for dear life in this manner, he was enabled
to control his body and legs froxi the fury of
the tempest, but be was beaten up and down
8galDst the grouod in this position for the
space of two minutes. On setting up during
a momentary lull to try and make the shel¬
ter of the dejot he was hurled under the
del 6', and lost a fine string of Augusta
blackfi-ib he had just paid a half-dollar for at
the train. Nothing has ever been heard of
the fish since. Mr. W. S. Yinlng, depo'
watchmm, bad also Invested in piscatorial
delicicies, aod after starting to bis borne,
some fifty yards north of the track, stopped
for a parting glance likewise at the
storm aud car*. Without any no¬
tice whatever he was lifted from
where he was standing on the side of
the track and abruptly set down ten
feet distant on the bard ground.

terrors that surrounded him. Oid Luke,
arou5ed to consciousness by the sound of a

Under
the admirable direction of Mr. W. S. Vin-
iuir, who volunteered kindly to act a* guide,
your correspondent made toe tour of the
town, and followed the track of the cyclone
for several miles on foot. The chief devas¬
tation was doue on the southwestern side of
the village. The main storm crossed the
railroid five hundred yards we-'t of the
depot ut a deep cut, in which it prostrated
three buge pines tbat bad been wrenched
off, thus barring the advauce of the passing
train. At tbis point, on the north side of
the railroad aud in front of the advunciuu
cyclone, stood the residence of Dr. J. J.
Montgomery, a jquare-built two-story frame
bouse with eigut rooms, fronting soutn
from a portico and yard of flowers
aod shrubbery. The roof of the style, com¬
monly known as hipped-roof, was torn off
and borne a quarter of a mile away. The
eastern side ot the building was blown out,
the furuiture broken, and household goods
scattered, a big pine lying crusbed and crush¬
ing the front gate, and a huge oak uprooted
by the side of the dwelling, on the east. The
kitchen, stables, barn, fencing, aod out-houae
were demolished, and the place left as it
swept by the besom of destruction.

1I0W TRAINS WERE DELAVED NEARLY A FORT¬
NIGHT.

rFrom the Alfu California, April 26. J
Green River, Wyoming, April 2;3..On

Saturday morning your correspondent left
this point on the east-bound train for tbe
scene of tbe washouts between here aud
Rock Spring.?. Tbe train went but two miles,
and came to a hair, being witbin fifty yards
of the lirst washout east of here. The pas¬
sengers alighted from their sleeping-cars,
and were directed to go up a bill to the left,
where Eddy's camp is located, that being the
first transfer station. Tbe rain and snow
made walking very disagreeable, the ground
beintc soft and slusby. At tbis camp immense
quantities of baggage aod mail were piled
up awaiting further transportation.

I proceeded from Eddj's amp, down
alony; tbe line of the road, for a distance of
four miles.
The scene must be witnessed before it can

be fully realized. Tbe condition of tbe road
is one of almost complete destruction, and in

going over it as I did, tramping ankle-deep
in mud, and compelled at times to jump
across creeks and climb up muddy hills, it
looked as though it would take weeks before
the road could Dein any manner putin a con¬

dition to permit trains to passover, although
tbe bridge- and track-builders have entire
confidence that they wi 1 have tbe breaks re¬

paired sufficiently to allow trains to pj98
over witbin tbe next five days.
Tbe extent of diinage on this four miles of

road is much worse than on any other part
of tbe line, and is more difficult to contend
wi"b. Tbe road pisses here almost innu-
mer-ible times over Bitter creek, the course

of its current having been unfortunately
turned by tbe esgiueers in the construction
of the road. From Green river to Lawrence
tbe ro®d runs tbrouuh an alkali desert, be-
tween mountain ranges. Embankments
were thrown up to a height of about twenty
feet, consis'.ing of soft alkali clay, with no

gravel or ballasting, the ties being laid on a

road- bed which becomes soft and slippery as

soon as it is washed by the rains.
Tbe first large washout U about two miles

from Green river, and is nearly a mile in ex-

rent. The water from the overflowed creek*,
fil'ed from tbe foothills, rose completely over

j the embankment, and for several feet over the
tracks aud for a height of twenty-five feet
in some places.being higher than ever

known in this region of country.
Tbe embankments were entirely washed

away, rails breaking, aud the track in some
places was buried twelve feet deep in mud.
At other points it is aiding down the track ;
at others, rails and tie? sixfy feet in

length were thrown over tbe sides of
the remaining embankments, lying there
as if they bad been raised cjrefully by
men and laid there. At tbis point
J. T. Clark is at work, engaged with
a large working force, in raising tbe track
and prepiriug to reliy it there, and his
wreukmg-trains run down a track on a

sliding embankment, a bed of sleepers eight
feet deep having beeu laid so that the engine
and wrecking-train could lie on a temporary
track. Further on, a piece of embankmeot
3D0 yards long was washed out, no mirks
being left that a track hid ever hid there.

Then, three bridges were carried away, tbe
water soaking in under six eeD-feet piles.
Tbe first of tbe bridges was 100 feet in

h.-ngtb, tbe second 400, and tbe third 376. A
small piece of tbe last only remained stand¬
ing. In many places tbe road-Dad is utterly
impassable.
About half way between Green river and

Rock Springs a construction train, with
bridge outfit, sent out from Rawlins to repair
one' of tbe bridges was cut off before it
could reach its destination, and b»d to be

been washed nwajr. Sefore tie train couid
return the embankment on the rear end of
the train wa3 washed out, and it now stands
on an Inland, the track on cach side having
disappeared with tbe ru?h of tbe waterp.
Hivlntr walked over Ibis four-mile break, of
wbicb I have given you but a poor descrip¬
tion, I climbed up a bill sevcnty-five feet
from tbe road to Shankland's camp, another
transfer station.
